GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA: 
(a)  Staff. 


A list  of  the  staff  is  given  at  the  beginning  of  the  Report. 


Duties 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  restricted  from  private  practice,  and 
is  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Alderley  Edge,  Cbeadle  and 
Gatley,  and  Wilms  low,  Up  to  the  4th  July,  1948,  he  was  also  Medical  Adviser  to 
the  North  Cheshire  Joint  Hospital  Board  and,  by  arrangement  with  the  Cheshire 
County  Council,  Clinical  Medical  Officer  to  certain  of  the  County  Council  Child 
Welfare  Centres.  From  the  5th  July,  1948,  in  place  of  these  latter  appointments 
he  is  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  Cheadle  & Wilms low  Divisional  Health 
Committee  - the  boundaries  of  which  coincide  with  his  area  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  and.  also  with  tie  Education  Division. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  full  time  in  the  employment  of  the  Council, 
and  is  also  Rodent  Officer,  by  arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  and  is 
responsible-  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  including  salvage, 

(b)  Laboratory  Facilities: 

During  the  year  the  main  laboratory  was  transferred  from  the  University 
of  Manchester  to  the  Regional  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Monsall,  and  most  of  the 
’work  is  carried  out  there,  tut  the  Stockport  Infirmary  Pathological  Department 
and.  the  - biological  Laboratory,  Stepping  Hill  Hospital,  Stockport,  are  still 
available. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  service  now  undertakes  all  the  examinations 
free  of  cost  to  the  Council,  whs re  required  for  the  prevention,  ascertainment  or 
control  of  infectious  diseases. 

(c)  Ambulance  Facilities: 


One  ambulance  was  maintained  by  the  Council  up  to  the  4th  July,  1948. 

From  the  5th  July  the  service?  was  taken  over  by  the  Cheshire  County 
Council,  and  is  administered  at  the  Divisional  level.  During  the  day  two  ambulances 
arc  stationed  at  Dilmslow,  and  at  night  one  of  these  ambulances  is  garaged  at 
Alderlcy  Edge,  the  ambulance  driver  residing  next  door  to  the  ambulance.  At  Cheadle 
"there. ..arc  two  ambulances  maintained  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  who  carry 
out  the  service  on  a contract  basis. 

(d,>  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics:  No  change. 

(e)  Nursing  in  the  home:  No  change  - except  that  from  the  5th  July,  1948,  the 

control  of  the  service  is  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Council,  and  not  under  the 
control  of  Voluntary  Committees. 

(f)  Hospitals,  Public  and  Voluntary: 

'ffre  change  on  the  5th  July,  1948,  has  so  far  made  little  difference  in 
regard  to  the  hospitals  which  are  utilised  for  the  district.

.SANITARY,  CIRCJMSTANC5S  OF  THE  AREA : 

(a)  Water  Supply: 


Jhe  water  is  supplied  by  the  Stockport  Corporation  Water  Department, 
and  the  supply  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  No  bacteriological 
examination  has  oeen  made  by  this  Authority  during  the  year,  but  weekly  samples  are 
taken  by  the  Y/ater  Department  of  the  filtered  and  treated  water  for  examination,  and 


of  the  rain  water  monthly,  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination, 
of  one  .such  analysis  is  attached  to  this  Report. 
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I am  indebted  to  Hr.  Derr den,  the  Engineer  of  the  Water  Department , 
Stockport,  for  the  following  information:-* 

''The  supply  to  Alderley  Edge-  is  from  the  Kinder  source,  which  is  in 
the  parish  of  Hayfield,  and  is  from  upland  sources*  The  boreholes  at 
Alder ley  Edge  have  not  been  used  for  some  time  but  are  kept  as  a standby 
supply.  The  service  reservoir  for  the  Kinder  supply  is  on  Alderley  Edge. 

The  analyses  are  taken  as  the  water  is  put  into  supply  from  the  Works 
and  there  has  been  no  individual  sampling  from  the  main. 

There  is  no  liability  to  plumbo-solvent  action,  the  total  hardness 
being  4*9". 

All  houses  are  supplied  from  the  mains.

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs,  Watson  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  first  annual  report 
on  the  -work  of  the  Health  Department  during  the  year  19A8. 

My  predecessor,  Mr,  W. A. Barker,  the  Council’s  first 
full-time  Sanitary  Inspector,  during  his  short  period  of  office,  did  much 
valuable  work  and  my  duties  have  been  facilitated  by  this  fact. 

During  the  year  19  privy  middens  were  abolished,  10 
pail  closets  and  9 water  closets  were  substituted,  leaving  only  one  privy  midden 
in  the  urban  area.  Essential  repairs  to  houses  have  been  executed  but  no  routine 
inspections,  have  been  made  for  proposed  clearance  areas.  The  Council’s  excellent 
progress  in  building  new  houses  has  effectively  remedied  any  overcrowding  in  the 
dis  trict, 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  for  your 
support  and  consideration,  also  of  expressing  my  appreciation  for  the  help  and 
guidance  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

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Public  Cleansing : 

Refuse  Collection: 

It  has  been  possible  during  the  year  to  maintain  a weekly 
collection  of  refuse  which  is  carried  out  by  a Bantam  Karrier  vehicle  with  a team 
of  throe  men,  including  the  driver. 

Refuse  Disposal: 

During  March  the  Council's  tip  on  'Vilmslow  Road  was  filled  and  the 
surface  was  covered  with  soil  at  a cost  of  over  .‘2100,  Sub-marginal  land  has  thus 
been  reclaimed  for  agricultural  purposes  by  controlled  tigriLng.  Tipping  was  commenced 
in  March  on  a site  adjoining  the  old  tip  and  this  should  be  available  until  September 
1949.  During  the  year  approximately  550  loads  of  refuse  weighing  approximately  860 
tons  have  been  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

Salve ge : 

The  Board  of  Trade's  target  figure  of  1 ton  of  paper  per  1,000  of 
the  population  has  easily  been  passed.  Collection  is  undertaken  by  the  b inmen,  to 
whom  an  incentive  bonus  os  paid,  and  by  a fortnightly  collection  at  trade  premises. 
Despite  satisfactory  returns,  and  propaganda,  far  too  much  paper  is  finding  its  way
